The Antioch tax levy for the com- 
ing year will occupy the attention^ 
the village board at a meeting next 
Tuesday evening. 

Other matters that are now oc- 
cupying the attention of the board, 
but will probably be discussed at 
special meetings, according to- Presi- 
dent George B. Bartlett, are the pro- 
posed improvement of the sewage 
system and the advisability of install- 
ing a "white way" lighting -system. 

A report on the experiences of vari- 
ous towns in the Chicago suburban 
area in installing "white way" light- 
ing systems was given' by a Public 
Service company representative who* 
was introduced by District . Manager 
George Joedicke of the company at 
a recent board meeting. 

Removal' of electric power wiring 
from Main street to the rear of build- 
ings on both sides of the street, which 
will take place somer time in the near 
future, "has been credited with in- 
spiring the present move to "beauti- 
fy" the business area. 

Would Increase ^Units 
; Lighting recommendations include 
the increasing of ornamental light 
units from 13 to 39. Present plans 
would have the lights extend from 
Depot street and the Grade school on 
the north to Park avenue or. perhaps 
to Ida avenue, on the south, with 
some lights oh Lake, Orchard and De- 
pot streets. 

It is believed by the. village board 
that . a special assessment .would be 
the most'Wdvisable manner «f raising 
the necessary funds, should plans for 
a "white way" be carried out at a la- 
ter date. A study is also being made 
of budget increases that would be 
necessary to take care of the addi- 
tional lighting expense. 

Installation of a new lighting sys- 
tem would not be made by the Public 
Service company, but would have to 
be done toy a private contractor. The 
village would be responsible for main- 
taining the lighting system.*

New Ration Stamps 

Good This Week 



Five more red stamps and five 
more blue stamps, all in ration .book 
4, were made good for the purchase 
of rationed foods on "Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 1, it was announced today by 
James F. Riley, acting director . of 
the Chicago metropolitan area OPA. 

Each of the stamps will be worth 
10 points, making a total pf 50 red 
points, which are being made good 
for the purchase of rationed meats, 
butter, margarine, cheeses, lard, 
shortening, and salad and cooking 
oils, and 50 blue points good for the 
purchase of rationed processed foods. 

The new stamps, all to be good 
through November 30, are: 

Red, for meats-fats: -PI, Gl, Jl, and 
Kl. 

Blue, for processed foods: PI, Ql, 
1U, SI, and Tl. 

The following stamps, made- good 
in previous months, also may be used 
in the purchase of rationed foods 
during August: Red Stamps Q2, R2, 
S2, T2, U2, V2, W2, X2, Y2, Z2, Al, 
Bl, CI, Dl, and El; Blue stamps Y2, 
Z2, Al, Bl, CI, Dl, El, Fl, Gl, HI, 
Jl, Kl, LI, Ml; and Nl. 

Four sets of both the red and blue 
food stamps are good during each 
rationing period. : Each set is good for 
four months, the first set being re- 
tired when the fifth set becomes 
good. Stamps being retired this 
month are red stamps K2 through P2, 
and blue stamps T2. through X2, 
which will not be good after July 31. 

Sugar stamp 36, in war ration book 
4, will continue good for five pounds 
of sugar through August 31.

He must accept tho 
coal when the dealer may not be in 
a position to make delivery. 

"Dealers should bear in mind that 
Amendment No. 1 to SFAW Regula- 
tions No. 27, which relaxes the re- 
striction on receipts of midwestcrn 
coals is a temporary measure, the re- 
vocation of which will place Illinois, 
Indiana and West Kentucky in the 
same category .as 'scarce coals,' tho 
shipment of which is limited to 80 
percent to the tonnage received dur- 
ing the base period. 

"Of equal importance is the winter 
proofing of homes against heat losses, 
the cleaning and repairing of heat- 
ing controls where possible, and tho 
conservation of coal in every way in 
anticipation of thq possiblility of our 
being confronted with a serious fuel 
shortage next winter."

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Housewives Can Help; Too! 

One of the most significant statements made by 
a government official regarding shortages and food dif- 
ficulties comes from Clinton P. Anderson, secretary of 
agriculture. Anderson underscores the fats and oils 
shortage in an appeal to women and 'has authorized the 
American Fat Salvage Committee to release his mes- 
sage. 

In asking women's help in the fats and oils short- 
age, the secretary of agriculture^ sees increased houses 
hold fat salvage as aid to meeting needs. Anderson says: 

"The scarcity of fats and oils is one of the most 
serious problems confronting our nation. But it is one 
shortage which the women of America can help to meet. 

"There is little hope of major improvement in the 
domestic supply of fats and oils in the near future, nor 
can we expect a rapid increase of imported oils from 
the Pacific. : 

"Farmers have responded to the call to produce 
more animal and vegetable fats and oils. But we are 
still unable to meet wartime demands. 

"During the war years we have changed from an 
importing to an exporting nation on fats and oils. Our 
domestic stocks are at a low ebb and our war, industrial 
and relief needs are at a peak, 

"In 1945 we need 250,000,000 pounds of used 
household fats to help fill our existing deficit. If Ameri- 
can housewives don't meet this goal, we will have to 
further curtail the allotments for civilian, industrial and 
military uses. 

"This is an important job for women! Home- 
makers all over the land — incities, towns and villages, 



md on farms— should save and turn in every available 
drop of used kitchen fat. It moans cash and extra red 
ration points., - 

"But above all, it's a real war service women can 
perform for themselves and for .their country."
